NURSING  SCHOOL  IS  ACCREDITED 

The  School  of  Nursing  here  at  Winston-Salem  State  University  received  notice  on  December  8,  1972,  that  it 
had  been  accredited  by  the  National  League  for  Nursing,  the  national  accrediting  agency  for  schools  of  nurs- 
ing. Earlier  this  year  —  in  September  —  a  three  member  accrediting  team  from  the  league  spent  four  days  on 
the  university  campus,  and  the  league  used  their  report,  along  with  a  self-study  report  from  the  school  itself, 
as  the  basis  for  granting  accreditation.  This  was  the  first  visit  made  by  the  league. 

The  university  has  had  a  nursing  program  since  1953  and  currently  offers  a  four-year  program  leading  to  a 
baccalaureate  degree. 

The  school  is  also  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Nursing,  and  its  graduates  are  qualified  to  take  the 
board's  tests  for  registered  nurses.  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Isom,  class  of  1957,  is  the  Dean  of  the  School.
